The introduction of our old favourites in this quadrille 
was managed with infinite taste and judgment, and we relish them even 
more than we did the Irish quadrilles. Koenig played upon the cornet-a- 
piston with his usual excellence, and received several rapturous encores. 
At the end of the concert M. Jullien was again warmly applauded, and 
we have no doubt he will have the pleasure of finding his speculation pro- 
fitable. The second concert takes place this evening. We regret to 
announce that that great artiste, Herr Koenig can only perform four 
nights more, viz. this evening, Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday next, 
being obliged to fulfil an engagement in Scotland. 

Madame Celeste has returned to her engagements in this country by 
the Caledonia, after a successful trip to America. The Boston Times 
states, “that the Theatre, on the occasion of her farewell night, was 
so overcrowded as to cause quitea row. ‘The tickets during her engage- 
ment were sold by public auction, and as much as three dollars paid for 
one box ticket. The next premium for the choice only of boxes the two 
last nights, amounted to 540 dollars.” She appears on Wednesday 
next at the Haymarket Theatre in her favourite character of Suzanne.

13th ; at Richmond and the Bridge Hotel, on the 14th; and at Brighton, 
on the 15th; after which Thalberg will depart for the continent.
